A meffage fro m the Houfe of Reprefentatives, by Mr. Wheatly their Clerk. 


Mr. Prefident— The Houfe of Reprefentatives have on their part appointed 
Мей. Dunbar and Girault, a joint Committee, with the Committee appointed by the 
Legiflative Council to wait on the Governor and inform him that a quorum of both 
Houfes is met, and ready to receive any communications he may pleafe to make—and 
he then withdrew. 

Mr. Lattimore from the Committee appointed to wait on the Governor, reported, 
that His Excellency the Governor, would in the courfe of half an hour attend both 
Houfes in the Reprefentatives Chamber. 

The Legiflative Council having taken the feats affigned them in the Reprefentatives. 

Chamber, the Governor came in and delivered the following SPEECH to both FIoufes, 

* Fellow Citizens of the Legiflative Council, and of the Houfe of Reprefentatives, 

I GREET with fincerity your prefent affcmblage, and feel on the-occafion al] that 
pleafure which the profperity of our common country can іпіріге. 

2“ When we reflect on the happy /ftatron of the United States, and contraft rr with 

thofe diftreffing (сепез which other nations exhibit,we fhal! find abundant caufe.for mu- 


tual felicitation, and the return of grateful acknowlédgements to a Beneficient Providence 
“ From every hiftorical record, we learn upon What flight pretexts Rulers of Nations 


have waged Wars and the infuriate zeal with which thofe wars are profecuted, until the 
meafures of mankind enforce pacification; and then it has often happened that the 
moft fuccefsful retire from the conteft with an accumulation of wretchednefs, While 
7. compel us to deplore the fanguinary conflicts which agitate Europe, they 
natlirally lead us to admire the policy which has fo long averted from our fhores the 
fcourge of war. Since that glorious revolutionary ftruggle which terminated in the 
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triumph of Liberty and Virtue, it has been the peculiar fortune of America to be but 
Jittle involved in thofe European differences, which fo often menace the peace of the 
world. Under a wife and juft government, adminiftered by men of our own felection, 
we have enjoyed an uncommon {ате of national felecity, and there is every reafon to 
hope for a continuance of the bleffings of peace, liberty and fafety. Wrongs тау Бе of- 
fered by thofe “ who feel power and forget right,” but in fuch cafes, wife and virtuous 
efforts toobtain redrefs by negociation feldom fails of fuccefs. А war commenced in 
pafon often commences without caufe, it is feldom profecuted with unanimity, and 
generally terminates inglorioufly. But when a nation manifefts a relu&ance to draw 
the fword, and are alone urged to it as the laft refource, there is an union of fentiment 
and action between the government and people formidable to an enemy, and affording a 
fure prefage of ultimate fuccefs, The firm and dignified conduct of the general govern- 
ment Опа RECENT OCCASION was eminently calculated to call forth and unite all the 
energies of the American Nation had our pacific overtures proved unavailing :— but the 
wrongs which we fuftained ор the Miffiffippi are remedied, and ample fecurity againft 
their repetition is obtained. That perilous controverfy is amicably adjufted, and our 
illuftrious public officers who prrecTED and conducted the negociation, have laid a 
foundation for their own future glory and for the advancement of human happinefs. It 
is underftood, that by the late Treaty between the United States and the Firft Conful of 
the French. Republic, and which remains only to be fan&tioned by the conftituted au- 
thorittes of our country, the Ifland of New-Orleans 15 ceded to the United States, and 
the American Empire bounded by the мебегі: limits of the rich and extenfive province 
of Louifiana ;--- Au acceffon of territory not obtained by conqueft, nor held by the precae 
rious tenure of force, but acquired by honeft purchafe, and fecured to us by the national 
faith of its former owner ҙ--- An accefion of territory eflential to the welfare of the weft- 
ern country, and which, by increafing the means of reciprocal benefits, wil] render ftiil 
ftronger the chain which conneéts the great American family in the ineftimable union 
of iutereff and affection ;--a union which, I pray to my God, тау exilt co-equal with time, 

When a peple enjoy as we do, a great fhare of profperity, it fliould ferve the 
more to ftimulate thofe who manage the public concerns, to perfevere in meafures beft 
calculated to preferve the general fecurity. The United States however folicitous to live 
on terms of friendthip and good will with. all powers, may neverthelefs be unable always 
to maintain the prefent tranquility. The immutable principles of juftice do not inva- 
riably influence the councils of nations; and hence it is, that the country Бе prepared 
for every event, and in a fituation to meet every danger, may be confidered moft fecure 
from attack. ^ None but an armed nation can difpenfe with a ftanding army ;" to keep 
ours armed and difciplined is therefore at all times important. Large ftanding armies 
have always proved the bane of civil freedom, А free (tate fhould place its greateft reli- 
ance on a well regulated militia, for the repulfion of attacks from without, and for the 
maintenance of the authority of its own internal government. The militia of this terri- 
tory fhould therefore receive in particular manner, the foftering care of this Affembly ; 
and tuch meafures as you тау devife to enforce a general atteádance at company, bat. 
talion, and regimental mutters ; to promote among the feveral corps a kao wledge of tac: 
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tis, and a due degree. of military fubordination ; and to induce the citizens liable to mi- 
Ікағу duty, to procure the arms and uniform prefcribed by law, I will cheerfully fanétion, 
and u(£ my Бей exertions to carry tem into execution. . An interefting /etrer refpecting 
the militia which I have received from the Prefident of the United States, fhall be laid’ 
before you, and I recommend ут to your fertous confideration. 

* The local interefts of the territory will call your attention to feveral other impor- 
tant fubjects ; --it is believed that-our prefent judiciary fyftem with fome modifications, 
will be adequate to the fpeedy arfd equal adminiftration of juffice in the feveral diftiicts 
and counties. 

“Тһе delay of judicial proceedings, oceafioned by the infrequency of the feffions of 
the county courts, continues to be a fubje& of complaint ; and it devolves upon the legif- 
lature to afford a remedy.---In the di(tri& of Wafhington our fellow citizens labour un- 
der peculiar inconveniencies--- Wafhington is fituated at a great diftance from this part 
oí the territory, near to which the judges of our Superior Court have heretofore refided ; 
in proceeding to that country they have to travel through a confiderable tract of Indian 
land, and are liable to many difficulties and delays :---From thefe circum(tances, and the 
ill health of one of thofe judges, no court during the prefent year, has been held for that 
diftri&. You gentlemen, well know, what a ferious grievance fuch a difappointment 
muk be, and I truft fome provifion will be made againtt a fimilar event in future. An 
enlargement of the powers of Wathington county court, or the effablifhment ofa fpecial 
diftri& court, whofe feffions fhall be rendered as muchas poflible independent of cafual- 
ties, might probably remedy the evil, and are fugzefted as worthy of your confideration. 
As connected with the judiciary, I recommend a revifal of the law ** Eftablifhing the 
fees of certain officers therein mentioned.” The clerks of the feveral-courts, have fome 
of their fervices rated toohigh ; others toolow; and for fome they receive по compenfa- 
tion, The duties of a fheriffare laborious and merit in my opinion, an augmentation of 
the fees already provided for bylaw. The inadequate compenfation allowed to clerks 
and егі has been the caufe of trequent refignations, and confiderable difficulty is ex- 
perienced in procuring fuitable perfons to fill thofe neceffary and confidential offices. Іп 
remunerating officers for public fervices, I deem it found policy to be liberal, but not 
profufe ; frugal. but not parfimonious, А prudent economy is effential to our political 
welfare, aad I fhould fincerley regret every departure from fojuft a principle; but that 
economy ceafes to be prudent, which denies to the labourer a price worthy of his hire.” 
The Acts providing for a revenue alfo require a revifion :---іп their operation, they have 
beeen found defective, and (оте further regulations аге ПесеЙагу, to infure a proper re- 
fponfibility and punctuality in collecting, and accounting for the public monies, The - 
at providing for the infpe&ion of cotton rematnsunexecuted ; the neceffary ware-houíes 
and machinery, not being'yet compleated. . The grand jurors for the diftri&s of Adams 
and Jefferfon, have recommended fuitable characters as infpectors; fome have been 
commuffioned, and the whole number contemplated by law may be appointed in a fhort 
time, Itrefts with the legiflature to determine, how fara provifion, for the temporary 
infpe&ion of cotton may be advifable, “Тһе lofs of chara&er which the cotton of this 
territory might {altain fa foreign markets, by the carelefsacis-or trauds ofa few of the 
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E: 
cultivators or ginners of that article, may: prove injurious: to the. planting intereft, and it 
is the duty of the government ta guard againft the evil. 
« Fellow Citizens of the Houfe of Reprefentativess 
* Imcompliance with your refolution of the laft feffion, I forwarded to the Secretary 
of State, with promptitude and pleafure, the memorial which you tranfmitted to me on 
thefubje& of the navigation of the Tombigbee and other rivers езй of the Miffiffippi, 
which-fall into the Gulph of Mexico, accompanied with a requeft, that Ze would lay the 
fame before the Executive. I have the fatisfaction to add that the memorial was duly 
received, and ina letter addreffed to me by the Prefident you will find that this important 
fubject, has long fince been among the objects of his political cares. The letter alluded 
to, Шай be laid before you; it furnifhes additional proof of the intereft which the 
general government takes in whatever concerns the welfare of the weftern people, and 
cannot fai] to engage our gratitude and efteem. 
* Fellow Citizeus-of the Legiflative Council, aud of the Houfe of Reprefentatives. 
* Before I clofe this addrefs, permit me to name fome fubjects of fuch general im- 

portance as at all times to merit primary confideration. Agriculture is the beft fource of 
individual comforts, as well as of national benefits, and whenever 275 intereft can be ada 
. vanced by legiflative encouragement, your patronage, I am well convinced will not be 

with-holden : with the profperity of agriculture, manufactures will flourith, commerce 

extend itfelf, and induftry and enterprife be abundantly rewarded. But above all, let 

те recommend to your care Zterature and fcience---where the fociety is enlightened, the 

intrinfic worth of a free government is ju(tly appreciated, and civil liberty zealoufly pro» 

tected. А great ftatefman has faid, and the experience of all ages fupports the pofition, 

* that /cíence is the only ayent which can hold tyranny and bigotry in check.” Let the edu- 

cation of our youth then, bean object of public concern, and by foftering and fupport- 

ing feminaries of learning, let us place the means of acquiring inftruction, within the 
reach ofeach growing family. Thus fhall we render to poferity the greateft good, and 

eftablifh an impenetrable bulwark around eir civil and religious liberties. 

_ It only remains for me, to offer you my beft wifhes for an agreeable feffion, and to 
: renew the affurances of my faithful co-operation, in whatever may contribute to the ins 

tereft of the Miffiffippi territory.”

THE Legiflative Council of the Miffiffippi Territory have received with fatisfaction 
and refpe&, your ExcellenCy's communication to the two Houfes of the Legiflature, at 
the commencement of the prefent feffion, and cannot but feel with you, the fame pious 
(chtiments of gratitude for the peculiar profperity which the American people, through 
the mercy of Divine Providence continue to enjoy. 


The Legiflative Council are fenfible ** upon what flight pretexts the Rulers of Na- 
tions” have fome times involved whole continents in the horrors of war ; and alfo of the 
ruinous confequences which thofe contefls, for the moft part entail on the victorious as 
well as the vanquithed ; and they are therefore, the more deeply impreffed with the 
worth of the conftitution, under which they have the happinefs to live, which renders 
the true interefts of the government infeperatle from thofe of the people, and exempts 
the national councils from the influence of many intemperate paffions, to the gatification 
of which the blood and treafure of lefs fortunate nations are too often largely facrificed ; 
with you likewife, they join in admiring the patriotic fortitude with which theexecutive 
of the United States lately refitted the provocation to hoftility, which America received 
by the fufpenfion of (оте of her rights on the Miffiffippi ; and the glorious refult of the 
pacific meafures which were fo wifely purfued ; and they participate in the high fenfe of 
obligation which in behalf of our country and'all mankind, you have (о juftly expreffed 
for the officers who planned and effe&ed the negaciation with France, fo unexpected ia 
its extent, and unexampled in diplomatic hiftory. 

The Legiflative Council improve this opportunity in communicating to your excel- 
Тепсу» their high eftimation of the advantages which the American union in general, 
and the weftern country in particular, may derive from the treaty now under confidera- 
tion. For whether the province of Louifiana be received abftractly as a territory, rich 
in natuial refources, probably beyond competition on the continent ; or relatively as 
the means of fecuring to America the free navigation of the Miffiffippi ; the value of 
the acquifition appears incalculable. In. addition to the(e confiderations, the acknow- 
ledged importance of the Port of New Orleans, as а grand, immediate and increafing 
fource of national revenue and commercial confequence ; and the happy change which a 
large portion of the weftern country will experience from a perilous frontier to a land of 
fecurity and peace, by which the felicity of’ unborn millions is probably placed beyond 
the reach of difturbance, is an event, which from its magnitude cannot be comipared 
with any other fince the American revolution, and promifes fuch fignal bleffings as таб 
afford'a fubje& of pleafing reflection to the patriotic and philanthrophift, and a caufe of 
rejoicing to all good men. a 

(The Legiflative Council refle& with fentiments of gratitude and efteem.on your 
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excellency's perfevering exertions, introduce into this territory, the ineftimable advan- 
tages of {cience and other literary information, and your parential folicitude concerning 
the education of youth. Objects fo interwoven with the affection of every patriot and 
every parent, your Excellency may be affured, will not be neglected by the council. 

The Legiflativé Council are fenfible of the juftice of your Excellency’s obfervations 
concerning the importance of a well organized militia, to national fafcty'and indepen- 
dence, and no exertions fhall be wanting on their part to give additional energy to tbat 
neceffary eftablifhmegt in this territory ; nor will they fail to dire& their attention to 
other fuggeftions of your Excellency on local fubjects. 

The Legiflative Council refpectfully folicit your acceptance cf their unfeigned affur- 
ance of confidence in your Excellency’s virtue and talents for the high ftation which you 
fill ; for the fincere and aétive defire which you have uniformly manifefted to promote

States, as well as with a tenfe of what is neceffary, I take the liberty of urging on you the 
importance and indefpenfible песе еу of vigorous exertions on the part of ftate govern 
ments to carry into effect the miZitia Дует adopted by the National Legiflature, agree- 
ably to the powers referved to the fates refpectively, by the conftitution of the United 
States, and ina manner the beft calculated to enfure fuch a degree of military difcipline 
and knowledge of ta&ics, as will under the aufpicies of a Benign Providence, render the 
militia a fure and permanent bulwark of national defence. 

None but an armed nation can difpenfe with a ftanding army, to keep ours armed 

, and difciplined is therefore at all times important, but efpecially fo at a moment when 
rights the moft effential to our welfare have been violated, and an infraction of a treaty 
committed without colour or pretext ; and although we are willing to believe, that this 
has been the a& of a fubordinate agent only, yet, it is wife to prepare for the pofübility 
that it may have been the leading meafure ofa fyftem. While therefore, we are endea- 
vouring and with a confiderable degree of confidence to obtain by friendly negociation a 
peaceable redrefs of the injury and effe&ual provifion againft its repetition, let us array 
the ftrength of the nation and be ready to do witlt promptitude and effect whatever a 
regard to јо тсе and our future fecurity may require. 

In order that I may have a full and correct view of the refources of our country in all 
its different parts I muft defire you, with as littl: delay as poffible, to have me lurnifhed 
with a return of the militia aad of the arms and accoutrements of your ftate and of the 
feveral counties or other geographical divifiuns of it. 7

Report---That after a full inveftigation ofthe fubje&, they are of а thata law 


which райга the eighth day of May, 1792, intitled “ An a& more effectually to provide 
for the national defence, by eftablifhing an uniform militia throughout the United 
States” embraceth all the objects of a militia inftitution delegated to Congrefs ; the prin- ` 
ciples of that law, lay a foundation of a militia fyftem, on the broad bafis prefcribed by 

the Conftitution, and are well calculated to enfure a complete national defence, if carried 

into effect by the {tate governments, agreeably to the power referved to the ftates refpec- | 
tively, by the conftitution, and therefore ought not to bealtered. But although the 

Committee are of opinion, that the principles of the fyftem eftablifhed on the part of 

the United States ought to be adhered to, yet they believe that fome fmall alterations in 

the details of thefe principles, would render that fyftem fill more effacaciaus, and have 

reported a bill for that purpofe. 

In thofe ftates which have taken energetic meafures for carrying into effe& the (у {tem 

adopted by Congrefs, agreeably to the power conftitutionally velted in them, the mili- 
tia аге making great proficiency in military difcipline, and in the knowledge of tactics, 
which evinceth, that the deficiency inorganization, arming and difcipline of the mihtia, 
which is too apparent іп (оте of the ftates, docs not аге from any defect in that part 
of the fyftem which is under the controul of Gongrefs ; but trom omiffion on the part of 
the ftate governments, 
- In order therefore, to imprefs the ftate governments with the importance of the fub- 
ject, and the indefpentible neceffity of their vigorous .со-орегайоп with the general goe 
vernment, to complete the militia inftitution fo as to infure from that fource, a perma- 
nent national defence, they fubmit the following refolution, 

. Refolved, That the Prefident of the United States be requefted to write to the execu- 
tive of each ftate, urging the importance and indifpenfible neceffity of vigorous exertions,
